protocol Is signed putting into effect 
ihe peace treaty with Germany, It WAX 
J earned todrfy. 


Although today was [he date set for 


the exchange of ratifications of the 
treaty, jio definite news was at hand 
regarding the intention of tho (!er- 
mans as to the signing of the protocol 
In which they are expected to guar- 
antee the caVrylng out of the armis- 
tice terms. 


The supremo council this morning 


adopted tho terms of the reply to tho 
recent German note regarding prison- 
ers of war. 
The contents of the note, 


however, were not given out. 


The feeling in .Kronen circles, which 


is shared in by some of the other dele- 
gations is that the departure of the 
American delegates at this tlmo would 
be misinterpreted in Germany is a 
sort of abandonment of the confer- 
ence, although it would in no wise 
change the relation of 
tho 
United.

The decision of tho American do le- 


gates to leave as soon as possible af- 
ter Dec. 1, was made long in advance 
of any sign Chat the Germans would 
hang back when the time came to 
make the Versailles treaty effective 
and long before it could be foreseen 
that the United States senate would 
adjourn without ratifying the treaty. 
Hence, their departure now Is entire- 
ly unconnected with either of those 
developments.

WASHINGTON. Dee. 1.—The record 


billion dollar congresses of ordinary 
peace times faded Into the past today 
when Secretary Glass, presenting the 
annual estimates, proposed appropri- 
ations of practically five billion dol- 
lars for conducting the peace time ac- 
tivities of the government during the 
fiscal year 1}21. 


According to these figures, it will 


cost more than five times as much to 
conduct the peace time affairs, of gov- 
ernment as it did in the year imme- 
diately preceding the world war. The 
greatest individual estimates for 
penUiturcs, of course, go _to the armi 
and the navy. The yearly interest on 
the war debt, however,. Is Jl,017,500, 
000, 
which sum alone is greater than 


all the appropriations for all purpose 
whatsoever of any peace time con 
gress. 


All in all, the estimates justify th 


predictions made on the floor of con 
gress during consideration of the wa 
ax bills that the present gencratio 
•ould not see the government con 
lucteil at an expense of less than fou 
billions -a year.

H appears from this law that Indi- 


vidual owners of motor vehicles must 
not sell or transfer ownership of a car 
u-itnout notifying at least 'four days in 
advance both the highway commission 
and tho chief of police of. the city or 
town in which the sale Is to take place. 
In other words, when a sale Is' to he 
made, and after the owner has filed 
Ms notice of Intention to sell, he is re- 
quired by law to wait four days before 
actually giving up possession of his car.
